Figures included in th e year-end rep ort of 
th e auditor of state covering 19 33 are ex p ected 
to be laid on G overnor Paul V. M cN utt’s desk 
w ithin th e nex t few days revealing a new all- 
tim e high in total state disbusem ents. 
Only 
th e 
clearance 
of 
various 
inter-fund 
tra nsfe rs is delaying the figures w hich aie ex ­ 
p ected to settle for once and for all, th e doubt­ 
ful claim s of th e governor to “econom y.” 
Added to th e fact th a t a new record for dis­ 
bursem ents is regarded as a certainty, th e re ­ 
p ort is likely to show th a t a $2,000,000 deficit 
w as incurred during the first year of M cNutt 
rule. 
The governor’s annual year book w hich will 
be off th e p ress som etim e th is m onth will be 
virtually w orthless for a com p arison w ith p ast 
years on state finance due to the fact th a t one 
of th e first moves of th e M cN utt regim e m ade 
w as th e alteration of the fiscal year. 
W here in 
form er years th e fiscal year ended Sep tem ber 
30, it now ends June 30. A ctually th en th e 1933 
governor’s year 
book 
will 
only cover nine 
m onth s instead of twelve. 
For this reason any com p arative figures re ­ 
lating to state finances under G overnor M cNutt 
and p ast ad m inistrations will have to be ob­ 
tained from Jhe aud itor’s year-end rep ort. 
It has been recalled th a t Mr. M cN utt as a 
cand id ate m ade his p rincip al a ttack on th e a n ­ 
nual state ex p enditures under R ep ublican a d ­ 
m inistrations, prom ising 
in 
th e 
sam e b reath 
th a t he would return to w hat he term ed 
R al- 
stonian econom y” of 1916. 
G overnor M cN utt will find him self in a m ost 
em barrassing p redicam ent should, th e auditor s 
rep ort show th a t state ex p enditures ex ceed all 
records for Ind iana. 
And there is an ex trem ely 
w ell-founded belief th a t is ex actly w hat the of­ 
ficial records will reveal. 
The governor, through the adroit use of his 
staff of twelve state-p aid p ublicity m en, has a t­ 
tem p ted to create the idea th a t the Ind iana 
tax p ayer is not p aying as m uch m oney to the 
state as in form er years and th a t ex p enditures 
have been “drastically reduced.”
